I iiave  Ibe  honour  to  ])resent  iny  Annual  Ke])ort  for  the  year 
1954,  wlneh  is  ])rei)ared  in  aeeordance  witli  tlie  iMinistry  of  Health 
Circular  ‘28/54. 

Tlie  general  health  of  tlie  J)istric't  was  satisfactory. 

At  tlie  end  of  tlie  year,  ])ernnssion  of  the  i\finistry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Crovernment  had  not  been  granted  to  complete  the 
sewering  of  the  unsewered  ]iarts  of  the  district.  (Conditions  in  these 
parts,  still  unsewered,  are  still  unsatisfactory,  and  it  is  ho])ed  that 
permission  will  soon  be  given. 

Infectious  ]5isease  notifications  were  low,  there  being  few 
cases  of  measles  but  an  increase  in  whooping  cough  cases. 

No  case  of  J)i])litlieria  or  Poliomyelitis  was  re[)orted. 

Cancer  deaths  were  14  of  which  5 were  lung  cancers. 

Heaths  in  the  district  were  about  the  same  as  in  ]irevious 
years,  but  the  number  of  births  was  lower.

\\  essex  Water  L'onipanv  sind  is  obtained  from  xx  ells  in  the  edialk  at 
Itehel,  (drey well  and  Lasham. 

An  adeijiiate  su])])ly  for  :il]  ]>iirposes  without  restriction  was 
maintained  througliout  the  year. 

2 — Treatment. 

Ihe  water  trom  the  xarious  chalk  wells  seiwing  the  area 
\ ;iries  in  hardness  froiii  Id.o  to  21  gr;uns , gal  Ion  ;md  softening 
by  the  lime  ])rocess  is  normally  canaed  mit  at  Itcdiel  and  (Irexwxell 
in  order  to  I’ednce  the  hai’dness  to  the  statutory  limit  of  12  grains/ 
gallon.

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3 Purity  of  Supply. 

Saiii})]es  of  water  are  taken  regularly  and  frequently  by  the 
('onq)anv  before  and  after  treatment  at  the  w'orks  and  in  supply, 
'idiev  are  examined  ehemieallv  and  baeteriologicallv  bv  the 
('om])any’s  resident  C’hemists  and  JSacteriologists  and  in  addition 
samples  are  submitted  to  tlie  Count,y’s  P\d)lic  Health  Laboratory 
for  independent  examination  and  re])ort  at  regular  intervals. 

The  reports  during  the  })ast  year  on  all  treated  waters  have 
shown  a eonsistently  high  standard  of  organic  and  bacterial  purity. 

T.  The  water  distributed  in  tins  area  is  a normal  clialk  derived 
water  and  has  no  ])lunibo-soivent  action.

Water  Sampling 

(a)  Public  Main  Supply. 

The  four  quarterly  samples  of  the  Mid-Wessex  Water  Com- 
])any’s  main  su])])ly  were  taken  from  different  parts  of  the  district 
and  all  were  reported  satisfactory.  The  hardness  figures  for  the 
four  samples  were  18.3  degrees  (Clarke’s  scale),  11.6,  15.1  and 
15.4. 

(b)  Well  Supply. 

A sample  taken  from  a shallow  well  in  the  C’rookham  area  was 
found  on  analysis  to  be  polluted.  The  use  of  the  well  was  forbidden 
and  a main  siq)]dy  [)rovided. 

(c)  Swimming  Pool. 

There  is  one  o])en-air  swimming  ]jool  in  the  district  and  the 
water  is  treated  by  tiltration,  chlorination  and  aeration.  The  pool 
was  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition  during  the  season. 

(d)  Sewage  Works  Effluent. 

The  Military  Authorities  continued  to  take  monthly  samples 
of  the  etthient  from  tlie  IMilitary  Disposal  Works  at  Crookham  and 
results  of  the  analyses  were  received  by  the  Dei)artment.  They 
were  reported  satisfactory. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

1 am  indebted  to  your  Surveyor,  i\lr.  J.  1).  Chivers,  for  the 
following  re})ort:- — 

The  engines,  conq)ressor  plant  and  ejectors  have  been 
maintained  in  go(’)d  conditicm,  also  the  electric  motors  and  ])unq)S 
at  Hitches  Lane  Station  and  the  whole  of  the  lifting  ]dant  is 
opera ti  1 1 g elfic i en tly . 
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At  the  disposal  worlvs  tlie  daily  flow  of  sewage  lias  increased  to 
such  an  extent  througli  the  ra[)id  develo[)nient  of  housing  in  the 
district  that  it  has  no\\'  become  lU'cessary  to  inlpro^'e  the  niclhod 
of  treatment. 

A proposed  scheme  for  certain  moditications  at  the  outfall 
works  for  controlling  the  how  through  the  system  and  ini[)ro^’e- 
ments  to  ])um])ing  ])lant  dealing  witli  the  de-slndging  arrange- 
ments have  been  submitted  to  the  IMinistry  for  ajijrroval. 

It  is  antici])ated  tliis  scheme  will  overcome  Ihe  immediate 
ditticnlties  for  treatment  of  the  jiresent  daily  tlow. 

A further  scheme  for  increasing  the  ca])acity  of  the  Sewage 
Outfall  WOrks  is  being  prejiared  to  proN’ide  for  future  extensions 
in  connection  with  the  i\Iain  Drainage  Dxtension  Scheme.'' 

Public  Cleansing. 

Ti])})ing  is  still  in  ])rogress  on  the  Daridiam  tload  Site  and 
there  has  been  a big  improvement  in  coxering  and  disposal  of  the 
refuse  due  to  the  ])nrchase  of  mechanical  ])lant  now  o])erating  at 
the  tip. 

Kegular  weekly  collections  of  refuse  and  sahage  have  been 
maintained  throughout  the  district  and  the  following  table  shows 
the  income  from  sales  of  salvage  since  194S.

The  ditticulty  of  getting  repair  work  carried  out  remained 
during  1954  and  lengthy  delays  were  encountered  in  the  com})]i- 
aiice  with  notices  from  the  de])artnient. 


Improvement  Grants. 

The  Council  decided  to  ini])lemeut,  in  princi})ie,  the  Housing 
Act  1949  regarding  the  approval  of  grants.  Although  many 
enquiries  were  made  by  owmers  and  particularly  owner /occn])iers 
a])])lications  in  respect  of  four  ]>remises  oidy  were  receix'ed.  Crants 
in  res])ect  of  two  (Iwelling-houses  were  a])])roved;  the  grants  were 
T117  and  CIB?)  being  50%  of  the  approved  c-.ost  of  the  im])rove- 
ments. 
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Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Acts,  1954. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  no  “eertihcates  of  disrepair”  liad  Ijeen 
applied  for  in  connection  with  rent  increases  under  the  above 
statute.

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The  annual  test  baiting  of  the  sewers,  in  a different  part  of  the 
district  from  tliat  surveyed  Jast  year,  revealed  no  sign  of  infesta- 
tion. In  view  of  the  infestation-free  liistory  of  the  sew^ers  in  the 
district,  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  agreed  to  the 
dispensation  of  the  baiting  of  the  system  until  April,  1956.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
(a)  Milk  Supply. 

There  are  two  producers  of  milk  within  the  Urban  District, 
one  producing  Tuberculin  Tested  and  one  ungraded  milk. 

There  are  three  retailers  of  milk  in  the  area. 

43  ins[)ections  of  dairies  were  made  during  the  year  and  no 
statutory  action  was  called  for. 

One  dairyman  wns  interviewed  by  the  Health  Committee 
regarding  a>  complaint  of  glass  s])linters  having  been  found  in  a 
churn  of  milk  delivered  to  a school  canteen.  A warning  was  issued 
after  consideration  of  the  dairyman’s  explanation  and  his  proposals 
for  re-arranging  the  churn-filling  a])])aratus  at  the  dairy.  These 
])ro])osals  were  carried  o\it  and  no  failure  has  been  reported  since. 

29  sani])les  of  milk  were  talmn  for  adulteration  and  none  was 
found  to  be  adulterated.  Details  of  all  sam])les,  including  milk, 
taken  for  adnlteration  will  be  found  in  a later  ])aragraph.

Until  tlie  decontrol  of  meat  and  livestock  industry  in  June, 
the  meat  su])ply  of  the  district  continued  to  be  distributed  through 
the  Parnborough  and  Aldersliot  Slaughterhouses.  It  urns  antici- 
pated that  decontrol  would  lead  to  difficulties  both  in  supply  and 
ins])ecti(ui  of  meat  but  these  did  not  materialise.  The  majority  of 
the  butchers  obtained  their  su])])lies  through  wholesalers.  The  two 
slaughtei’houses  licensed  befoi’e  P).-)9  were  not  brought  into  use 
and  to  date  licences  for  them  have  not  been  applied  for.
